zon and flickering flames in the trees 
are a woodland homeowner’s worst 
nightmare. With 19.3 million acres of 
forest land in Michigan, wildfire is a 
real threat, and DNR firefighters are 


ready to respond. The department em- 


ploys about 50 fire officers and more 
than 330 fire-trained staff overall. 
Tuesday, May 4, was International 
Firefighters’ Day (aka Firefighter Ap- 
preciation Day), recognizing the 


courage of firefighters and remember- 


ing those who have lost their lives in 
the line of duty. Fallen firefighters in 


Michigan are honored at the Fireman’s 


Memorial in Roscommon. 
When a wildfire is reported, DNR 


firefighters spring into action, heading 


toward the danger with water trucks, 
bulldozers, fire-detection aircraft and 


hand equipment. They respond to hun- 
dreds of wildfires every year on public 


and private lands, working to keep peo- 
ple safe and to protect homes, busi- 
nesses and nature. 

“Being a wildland firefighter isn’t 
just a job,” said DNR state fire supervi- 
sor Dan Laux. “Our team is passionate 
about what they do.” 

DNR firefighters help local fire de- 
partments in the field and provide aid 
to other states in need, sharpening 
their skills and giving crews essential 
relief, as they did during last year’s his- 
toric western fire season. So far this 
year, DNR firefighters have responded 
to 159 wildfires, which have burned 
1,440 acres in Michigan. 

The job is much more complex and 
demanding than just putting out fires. 

DNR firefighters also conduct pre- 
scribed burns: intentionally set fires 
that are carefully managed to improve 
wildlife habitat and remove invasive 
species. In 2019, they conducted 92 


burns on almost 9,000 acres of land. 
Firefighters are responsible for helping 
maintain the state’s forest road system, 
keeping their equipment in tip-top 
shape, assisting with forest cultivation 
work and sharing fire-prevention edu- 
cation with schools and communities. 

Many firefighters are part of spe- 
cially trained incident management 
teams that respond to nearly any type 
of emergency. Recently, they’ve as- 
sisted with recovery from the historic 
floods in Houghton and Midland coun- 
ties, helped establish a medical site for 
the 2021 presidential inauguration and 
performed site logistics for COVID-19 
care and vaccination locations in 
southeast Michigan.

Health Department explains Pfizer vaccine approval process for pre-teens 


When it comes to vaccina- 
tion rates, the Health Depart- 
ment of Northwest Michigan 
is running ahead of state 


numbers. All across the 
board — 16-19-year-olds, and 
those age 65 and older — the 
rate of vaccination for resi- 
dents in the health depart- 
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ment’s jurisdiction is greater 
than the state. 

“Collectively, we are doing 
quite well and I’m proud that 
our residents are getting 
themselves vaccinated 
against COVID-19,” said Lisa 
Peacock, Health Officer. 
“Being fully 
vaccinated means you can 
now enjoy several activities 
without worry.” 

To date, more than a third 
of teens 16-19 in Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Emmet and Ot- 
sego counties have received 
one dose and 21.3% have com- 
pleted their vaccination cov- 
erage of two doses of the 
Pfizer vaccine. Statewide, 
28.1% of teens 16-19 have re- 
ceived one dose and 14.9% 
have completed their cover- 
age. With the Food and Drug 
Administration’s emergency 
use approval, allowing youth 
12-15 to qualify for the Pfizer 
vaccine, the health depart- 
ment is expecting parents

Dear Daneen, 

I get lots of questions 
about these kinds of scenar- 
ios, and how it plays into 
people’s budgets. Many folks 
wonder if it would be better 
to go out and get a new vehi- 
cle with better gas mileage. 
Well, do you really want to 
lose more money? 

Let’s say you currently 
drive a vehicle worth $10,000 
that gets 15 miles per gallon. 
There’s a $25,000 hybrid 
you’re thinking about buy- 
ing that gets 25 miles per 
gallon. That’s a $15,000 price 
difference just to get 10 more 
miles a gallon. If you drive 
100 miles a week, that’s 
about a $10 difference a 
week. That would be about 
$40 extra you’re spending a 
month in gas if you stuck 
with the current car. A 
monthly car payment is a 
whole lot more than that! In 
short, the math doesn’t 
work. You’d have to drive to 
the moon and back to make 
it worthwhile. 

There are a lot smarter 
things you can do to cut 
down on your fuel bill. Have 
you thought about trading 
for something smaller? If 
you're driving a gas guzzler, 
trade it in on another car 
worth no more than your 
current car’s selling price. 
This means better fuel effi- 
ciency without a car pay- 
ment. Carpooling is an 
option, too, even if you split 
the driving just a few days a 
week.

I totally get why you two 
might be excited over a 
stock that doubled in value 
over the course of a year. 
But what yow’re talking 
about doing right now is a 
very risky proposition. The 
truth is any stock that dou- 
bles in value over the course 
of just one year is highly 
volatile. It’s unusual for 
stocks to do things like that, 
and it also means it could go 
down just as fast—or even 
faster. 

I don’t know where you 
and your husband are in 
your overall financial situa- 
tion, but I recommend peo- 
ple become debt-free except 
for their homes, and have an 
emergency fund of three to 
six months of expenses 
saved up before investing. 
Once you reach that point, I 
strongly advise to begin put- 
ting 15 percent of your in- 
come toward retirement 
before you start any outside 
investing. 

Don’t get me wrong, I 
don’t mind a little selective 
and educated dabbing here 
and there once the basics 
are taken care of first. How- 
ever, I’d never recommend 
putting more than 10 per- 
cent of your nest egg intoa 
single stock. The reason? If 
the single stock tanks and 
you lose it all, then your loss 
is only a blip on your finan- 
cial radar. 

Of course, it would be fan- 
tastic if this single stock 
went through the roof and 
you two made a ton of 
money. Just make sure you 
limit the potential for dam- 
age in this kind of scenario 
by limiting your exposure.

MHSAA Adds Girls Wrestling 
Individual State Tournament 


The MHSAA announced 
Thursday that beginning 
with the 2021-22 school year, a 
championship division for 
high school girls wrestlers 
will be added to its existing 
individual wrestling tourna- 
ment. 

The addition of a girls divi- 
sion to the Individual 
Wrestling Tournament series 
and approval of a common 
start date for all Fall sports 
highlighted actions taken by 
the Representative Council of 
the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association during 
its annual Spring Meeting on 
May 3. 

Beginning with the 2021-22 
school year, a championship 
division for female competi- 
tors who participate on 
MHSAA member school 
teams will be added to the In- 
dividual Wrestling Tourna- 
ment series. There will be 14 
champions awarded, based on 
weight classes established by 
the National Federation of 
State High School Associa- 
tions. Qualifiers will be deter- 
mined via a sectional format, 
and girls will continue to 
compete on boys teams dur- 
ing regular-season and team 
tournament competition; 
girls also may choose to com- 
pete in the boys individual 


tournament instead of the 
girls bracket. A total of 401 
girls competed in wrestling 
for MHSAA member schools 
during the 2019-20 school 
year, up from 250 in 2017-18 
and then 327 in 2018-19. The 
girls division proposal had 
been put forth by the MHSAA 
Wrestling Committee. 

The Council also voted to 
move the start of all Fall 
sports practices to the same 
day. Those sports now may 
begin on the 16th Monday be- 
fore Thanksgiving. Previ- 
ously, football started on a 
Monday and all other sports 
began Wednesday. For the up- 
coming school year, the Fall 
sports start date is Aug. 9, 
2021. 

The Council also made per- 
manent the allowance for co- 
operative programs in nine 
sports among schools of the 
same public school district 
regardless of the 3,500-stu- 
dent enrollment maximum. 
Those co-op programs were 
first allowed as part of a two- 
year experiment beginning 
with the 2016-17 school year 
to increase possibilities for 
participation in those sports 
,Ai baseball, bowling, girls 
competitive cheer, cross 
country, golf, soccer, softball, 
tennis and wrestling.

An Ordinance to Amend the Code of Ordinances of the City of East Jordan, by adding new Chapter 37 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN HEREBY ORDAINS: 


Chapter 37 Part of the Code of Ordinances for the City 
of East Jordan is hereby added, to read as follows: 


Chapter 37 
WORK WITHIN CITY RIGHT-OF-WAY 


Section 1 Permit: 

No person, firm, or other legal entity shall do any work or 
otherwise disturb soils or pavement in a City road right-of- 
way without first obtaining a right-of-way permit. Such ac- 
tivity shall include but not be limited to installing utility 
services, performing utility repairs, removing, repairing, or 
replacing any public right-of-way pavement, installing curb 
cuts, and blocking any portion of the right-of-way. A permit 
and application may be obtained from the City Clerk to be 
approved, denied, or modified by the City Administrator. 


Section 2 Permit Fees and Costs: 

The permit holder shall be responsible for all fees incurred 
by the City in connection with the permit and shall deposit 
estimated fees and costs as determined by the City, at the 
time the permit is issued. 


Section 3 Bond: 

The permit holder shall provide a cash deposit, letter of 
credit or bond in a form and amount acceptable to the 
City Administration at the time the permit is issued. 


Section 4 Insurance: 

The permit holder shall furnish proof of liability and property 
damage insurance in the amount stated on the permit nam- 
ing the City as an insured. Such insurance shall cover a 
period not less than the term of the permit and shall provide 
that it cannot be cancelled without ten days advance written 
notice by certified mail with return receipt required to the 
City. 


Section 5 Indemnification: 
The permit holder shall hold harmless and indemnify and 


keep indemnified the City, its officers and employees from 
all claims, suits and judgments to which the City, its officer, 
or employees may be subject and for all costs and actual 
attorney fees which may be incurred on account of injury to 
persons or damage to property, including property of the 
City, whether due to the negligence of the permit holder or 
the joint negligence of the permit holder and the City arising 
out of the work under the permit, or in connection with work 
not authorized by the permit, or resulting from failure to 
comply with the terms of this chapter, or arising out of the 
continued existence of the work product which is the sub- 
ject of the permit. 


Section 6 MISS DIG: 

The permit holder must comply with the requirements of 
Public Act No. 53 of 1974 (MCL 460.701 et seq.) and call 
MISS DIG at (800) 482-7171 at least two full working days, 
but not more than 21 calendar days, before starting work. 


The permit holder assumes all responsibility for damage to 
or interruption of underground utilities. 


Section 7 Notification of start and completion of work: 
The permit holder must notify the City Administrator at least 
48 hours before starting work and must notify the City Ad- 
ministrator when work is completed. 


Section 8 Limitation of Permit: 

The provisions of this chapter do not relieve the permit 
holder from meeting other applicable laws and regulations 
of other agencies. The permit holder is responsible for ob- 
taining additional permits or releases which may be re- 
quired in connection with this work from other governmental 
agencies, public utilities, corporations and individuals, in- 
cluding property owners. Permission may be required from 
the adjoining property owners. 


Section 9 Assignability: 

A permit may not be assigned without the prior approval of 
the City Administrator. If approval is granted, the assignor 
shall remain liable and the assignee shall be bound by all 
the terms of the Chapter. 


Section 10 Supplemental specifications: 

The provisions of this chapter are subject to supplemental 
specifications on file with the City and Public Act No. 200 of 
1969 (MCL 247.321 et seq). 


Section 11 Revocation of permit: 

A permit may be suspended or revoked and the permit 
holder shall surrender the permit and alter, relocate or re- 
move its facilities at its expense at the request of the City. 


Section 12 Violation of permit: 

A permit shall become immediately null and void if the per- 
mit holder violates the terms of this Chapter, and the City 
may require immediate removal of permit holder’s facilities 
or the City may remove them without notice at the permit 
holder’s expense. A violation of this Section shall be 
treated as a civil infraction in accord with Article II of the 
East Jordan Code of Ordinances. 


Section 13 Effective Date: 
This ordinance shall take effect seven (7) days after its 
adoption and publication.
